Clergy Guests of Churchmen’s Round Table 


One of the most enjoyable occasions of fellowship be- 
tween the clergy and the laity is the annual luncheon given 
by the Churchmen’s Round Table to the clergy of the Diocese 
The luncheon was held this year on April 13 at the Elks 
Club, San Francisco. 


The president of the Churchmen’s Round Table, Gen. Robert 
R. Noble, was detained on account of illness. Mr. Robert 
Plane acted as chairman and expressed the great regret of 
all at the absence of General Noble. 

After a roll call of all present, the chairman called upon 
the Rev. Edwin Castledine to speak in behalf of the clergy. 
Mr. Castledine began with several humorous stories illustrat- 
ing some of the frailties and foibles of both clergy and 
laity. He followed in a more serious strain, showing the 
many moral problems to be solved and the responsibility of 
the Church in providing moral and spiritual leadership for 
today. 

Mr. Robert Braden was called on to speak in behalf of the 
laity. Mr. Braden began’ with some interesting and amusing 
reminiscences of the earthquake (since the luncheon comes 
near the anniversary of the San Francisco earthquake and 
fire.) Following this Mr. Braden delivered a most eloquent 
and impressive interpretation of the duties of a good Church 
member, emphasizing the need of “men, money, work and 
sacrifice.” 

Bishop Parsons closed with an earnest expression of the 
splendid services of the Churchmen’s Round Table as show- 
ing how the laity can work with the clergy in close asso- 
ciation and mutual helpfulness in promoting the work of 
the Church. 

Votes of sympathy were sent to General Noble and the 
Rev. Dr. Alexander Allen, who were absent on account of 
illness. 

Much credit for the fine work of the Round Table is due 
to the active services of their genial secretary, Mr. Percy 
Woodhouse.

The fourth general meeting of the year was held at the 
Church of the Advent, San Francisco, in November, 1930.

The National Council and House of Bishops 


The Church papers have been full of the deficit which 
the National Council has had to face, of its appeal to the 
Church for a great offering on Whitsunday so that the work 
of the Church may be carried on throughout this year 
without closing any missions and of the meeting of the 
House of Bishops with the National Council during the last 
week in April. This emergency meeting of the House of 
Bishops has certainly helped to emphasize the seriousness 
of the situation in regard to our missionary work and the 
other features of our Church program. The announcement 
of the meeting was accompanied by reports in the papers 
which seemed to indicate an extremity of peril. 

It has been taken for granted that all the bishops would 
go to New York. Many people have expressed surprise thai 
I am still here. I may then be pardoned for explaining to the 
Diocese that my remaining at home is not because I do not 
realize the seriousness of the situation. It is primarily be- 
cause it-seemed to me that I could be of more use here than 
there. The bishops meet only in ‘an advisory capacity. They 
have no legislative power. They can not take responsibility 
off the shoulders of the National Council. The essential re- 
sults of the meeting could all be conveyed by writing. It 
seemed to me, therefore, that I should not disrupt my 
crowded schedule and spend money, some of which might 
go into the offering for the deficit. Furthermore, I was under 
some obligation to go East in June for meetings of commis- 
sions of which I am chairman. The nearby bishops can 
easily attend the meeting and we shall all await with eager- 
ness their summons to larger devotion. 


But we must do our share. Whitsunday, 
OUR SHARE May 15, is approaching and again I call 

upon all our Church people to rally to the 
succor of our great work in the mission fields at home and 
abroad. The National Council needs $400,000 to balance the 
greatly reduced budget for this year. We must do our 
share, I say. But what is our share? There is no measure 
of it save our devotion. The Council has expressly asked 
that there be no quotas assigned. We may say that on the 
basis of the quotas we should raise between $4000 and 
$5000. We may say, as I prefer, that we need $10,000 to 
add to the $15,000 already pledged and thus make our con- 
tribution to the general work equal to the budget which our 
Convention adopted for the work in the Diocese. But in the 
end it comes down not to what the Bishop and Council may 
suggest as a goal for the Diocese but to the heart’s devotion 
of our Church people. Lots of us are poor; many of us are 
out of work; a great sense of insecurity has possession of 
all—even those whose incomes have not been seriously cut. 
We can not give what we would like. But most of those who 
read these words can give something. In some Dioceses 
they are trying a birthday offering. You give in accordance 
with your ability as many pennies or dimes or dollars as 
your years. In some they are asking for one day’s income. 
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In still others they are saying: Make some sacrifice. All the 
suggestions are good. The Archdeacon and the Field De- 
partment are passing them all on; but advocating no special 
method for every one. Try one of these ways. It will help 
to make devotion real. 


There is one thing, however, which we must not 
HYSTERIA do. We must not get panic-stricken or hysterical. 

Bishop Fiske recently called attention to the 
sentimentality which characterizes so much of our religion 
in America. There is a vast amount of it and sentimentality 
is closely allied to hysteria. One sees it in unpleasant ways. 
The horrid murder trial in Honolulu which has filled the 
daily papers of late has given rise to sentimentality and 
hysteria of the worst kind. Instead of concern for justice 
and order people have talked of “honor-killing” and in- 
dulged in an orgy of race hatred. 

Now we are not going to be as unrestrained as that in 
considering Church matters; but some of the reports and 
statements made about the Church situation give the impres- 
sion that we are on the verge of a collapse. We are not. 
The Church can not escape the difficulties which are facing 
industry and the whole economic structure of our life. We 
must retrench. We must attempt a more careful evaluation 
of the various aspects of our work. We must go back to the 
original purpose of the Nation Wide Campaign of 1919 and 
1920 and lay stress once more on the education of all 
Church people in the facts of our missionary work and the 
responsibility of each to think and study and pray. 

Do you know, for example, how many members of this 
Diocese are in the foreign field? I am not sure that I have 
the names of all but here are five: The Rev. Dr. Nichols, 
son of our great Bishop, “our own missionary,” dean of the 
Theological School of St. John’s University, Shanghai; Miss 
Edna Murray of St. Margaret’s, Tokyo; Miss Hazel MacNair 
of St. John’s University, Shanghai; Miss Lillian Weiser of 
St. Luke’s Hospital, Manila; and Miss Olive Meacham, in far- 
away Liberia. To help that their work may go on is a great 
privilege, is it not? 

And back of our study and thought and prayer and giving 
we must feel strength and confidence in the faith expressed 
in those great words which I offered to the Diocese as a 
New Year’s motto: “The Lord is King.” No despair, no un- 
certainty, no panic, no hysteria can find a place in our 
hearts as long as that faith reigns supreme.

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Dean Powell Reports Fine Trip 
By Harriet S. Hotmes, Chairman of Committee 


From the American School of Oriental Research at Jeru- 
salem, Palestine, Dr. H. H. Powell has been sending letters 
and postal cards with Easter greetings to friends at home. 
The following extracts from letters dated February 27 and 
March 21 will show how much he is appreciating his vaca- 
tion trip and the physical contacts with the lands and places 
that have so long been the background of his Bible classes 
and lectures. 

February 21-—“I arrived in Jerusalem this morning about 
9:00 o’clock and after unpacking I took a long walk, filling 
a couple of hours with absorbing interest. I know that my 
stay at this school will be rich in learning for me. Because 
of the cold in Northern Europe I changed my itinerary from 
Germany to France and touched Paris and Avignon en route 
to Marseilles, where a delay before the sailing of my ship 
for the Mediterranean trip gave me four glorious days at 
rapa: By preached in the American church there for Dr. Mc- 
Comb. 

“From Marseilles I took a ship which made all the North- 
ern Mediterranean ports, so was soon fitting my Bible stories 
at Greece and Asia Minor. When we passed Scylla and 
Charybdos the sea was smooth as glass and Etna shone most 
magnificently in a new mantle of snow. We were welcomed 
to the Orient by a cold wave. Snow at Athens and Istan- 
boul and snow all along the coast mountains in Asia Minor, 
Syria and Palestine cid not prevent me from visualizing 
Bible tories wherever we stopped—Polycarp at Smyrna, 
with Ephesus just over the hills; Saul at Tarsus, just twenty 
miles over an impossible road from the Gulf of Alexan- 
dretta; Saul and Barnabas at Cyprus, where Saul’s name be- 
came Paul. Everywhere was some story to be made alive 
by the scenery. 

“The storm was so severe that no landing could be made 
at Jaffa, so we sailed by and my first actual contact with 
Palestine was made this morning. The Nile trip was a great 
experience, as the old, old story of Egypt became alive and 
the great ones who were just names became real flesh and 
blood people and made Egypt live again for me. So wonder- 
ful was Egypt that it seemed as if the climax had been 
reached before the story had begun. But not so; I am sure 
it will be the same thing here. 

“I came here just at the right time. The school has already 
begun its field walking trips and I shall be able to see all 
the land through expert eyes, rather than through those of a 
dragoman and a guidebook.”

March 21, Monday in Holy Week (Letter to Miss Viola 
Meyer)—*“All the longer trips were due after my arrival. 
Already I have taken two. I shall never forget the two nights 
I spent on Father Tappoe’s sleeping porch, overlooking the 
Sea of Galilee, and the glorious rides up into the mountains 
to where the Jordan gushes forth a good-sized stream at the 
start. We also had a fine trip along the coast and back

and may be withdrawn quarterly. 


through the central plain and the road up into the hills, 
spending the night on Mount Carmel. On Thursday we go 
down to where Dr. Flinders Petrie is working at Goya, 
touching a number of places like Beersheba and Hebron and 
so forth, on the way. Next week we have a five-days’ trip 
to Petra. I was very lucky to get in on this. 

“A rest of two days from that and we go for eleven days 
up into Syria as far as Antioch, with Baal-Bebe, Damascus 
and perhaps Palmyra. The spaces in between are filled with 
shorter trips. Last Wednesday we had tea with Dr. and 
Mrs. Bade on his ‘dig’ at Ramallah. Yesterday I joined in 
a devotional walk from Bethany, following the footsteps of 
Jesus to Jerusalem. You can see how the experiences come 
crowding one upon the other. I trust that you will have a 
good Easter and it will mean as much to you as mine here 
on the spot will mean to me.” 

In both letters Dr. Powell asks to be remembered to “all 
the kind friends who made this dream come true. I want 
them to feel that I am deeply grateful for making this trip 
possible.” 

The committee feels well repaid for the work that was in 
itself a pleasure, so willing was the response and surely the 
reward will come again when Dr. Powell gives, on his re- 
turn, a full account of his experiences in Palestine. 


Resolution on Moving Pictures 


Resolved, That the Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
expresses its hearty appreciation of the effort being made 
by men and women both within and without the moving pic- 
ture industry to improve the moral standard of moving pic- 


Resolved, That the Synod, through the several Dioceses 
and Districts of the Province, does hereby urge upon all our 
people the exercise of Christian discrimination in their 
patronage of moving picture shows, and that they use all 
possible influence in persuading others to do the same; but 

WHEREAS, We are persuaded that there is manifest general 
indifference to the character-debasing effect of many moving 
pictures and much advertising of moving pictures on bill- 
boards and in newspapers; and 

WHeErEAS, It is manifest that resolutions and condemna- 
tions have been and will continue to be ineffective in the 
repression of pictures and advertising that feed upon, stimu- 
late and pervert the lowest elements of human nature; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Synod of the Province 
of the Pacific calls upon our people in the Province to co- 
operate in every way to inaugurate and make effective both 
local and general measures of regulation and censorship for 
the abatement of this evil; 

And Be It Further Resolved, That the moving picture in- 
dustry, no more than any other factor in our industrial and 


social life, can escape responsibility for its adverse effect | 


upon the life and behaviour of our pepole, either by the 
contention that the people are getting what they want, or by 
the argument that decent pictures do not pay. Such an atti- 
tude vacates all theory of the moral responsibility of individ- 
uals and-of corporations to society and places the profit 
motive in supreme command of our civilization, regardless 
of the catastrophe to which it will surely lead us. 


Note: The above resolution was unanimously adopted by 
the Synod of the Province of the Pacific at its recent meet- 
ing. This Synod represents the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in all the trans-Rocky Mountain territory. This resolution is 
the voice of Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Utah, Navada, Cali- 
fornia and Arizona.—(Signed) Rev. Alfred Lockwood, East

The Church papers have been full of the deficit which 
the National Council has had to face, of its appeal to the 
Church for a great offering on Whitsunday so that the work 
of the Church may be carried on throughout this year 
without closing any missions and of the meeting of the 
House of Bishops with the National Council during the last 
week in April. This emergency meeting of the House of 
Bishops has certainly helped to emphasize the seriousness 
of the situation in regard to our missionary work and the 
other features of our Church program. The announcement 
of the meeting was accompanied by reports in the papers 
which seemed to indicate an extremity of peril. 

It has been taken for granted that all the bishops would 
go to New York. Many people have expressed surprise thai 
I am still here. I may then be pardoned for explaining to the 
Diocese that my remaining at home is not because I do not 
realize the seriousness of the situation. It is primarily be- 
cause it-seemed to me that I could be of more use here than 
there. The bishops meet only in an advisory capacity. They 
have no legislative power. They can not take responsibility 
off the shoulders of the National Council. The essential re- 
sults of the meeting could all be conveyed by writing. It 
seemed to me, therefore, that I should not disrupt my 
crowded schedule and spend money, some of which might 
go into the offering for the deficit. Furthermore, | was under 
some obligation to go East in June for meetings of commis- 
sions of which I am chairman. The nearby bishops can 
easily attend the meeting and we shall all await with eager- 
ness their summons to larger devotion. 


But we must do our share. Whitsunday, 
OUR SHARE May 15, is approaching and again I call 

upon all our Church people to rally to the 
succor of our great work in the mission fields at home and 
abroad. The National Council needs $400,000 to balance the 
greatly reduced budget for this year. We must do our 
share, I say. But what is our share? There is no measure 
of it save our devotion. The Council has expressly asked 
that there be no quotas assigned. We may say that on the 
basis of the quotas we should raise between $4000 and 
$5000. We may say, as | prefer, that we need $10,000 to 
add to the $15,000 already pledged and thus make our con- 
tribution to the general work equal to the budget which our 
Convention adopted for the work in the Diocese. But in the 
end it comes down not to what the Bishop and Council may 
suggest as a goal for the Diocese but to the heart’s devotion 
of our Church people. Lots of us are poor; many of us are 
out of work; a great sense of insecurity has possession of 
all—even those whose incomes have not been seriously cut. 
We can not give what we would like. But most of those who 
read these words can give something. In some Dioceses 
they are trying a birthday offering. You give in accordance 
with your ability as many pennies or dimes or dollars as 
your years. In some they are asking for one day’s income. 
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In still others they are saying: Make some sacrifice. All the 
suggestions are good. The Archdeacon and the Field De- 
partment are passing them all on; but advocating no special 
method for every one. Try one of these ways. It will help 
to make devotion real. 


There is one thing, however, which we must not 
HYSTERIA do. We must not get panic-stricken or hysterical. 

Bishop Fiske recently called attention to the 
sentimentality which characterizes so much of our religion 
in America. There is a vast amount of it and sentimentality 
is closely allied to hysteria. One sees it in unpleasant ways. 
The horrid murder trial in Honolulu which has filled the 
daily papers of late has given rise to sentimentality and 
hysteria of the worst kind. Instead of concern for justice 
and order people have talked of “honor-killing”’ and in- 
dulged in an orgy of race hatred. 

Now we are not going to be as unrestrained as that in 
considering Church matters; but some of the reports and 
statements made about the Church situation give the impres- 
sion that we are on the verge of a collapse. We are not. 
The Church can not escape the difficulties which are facing 
industry and the whole economic structure of our life. We 
must retrench. We must attempt a more careful evaluation 
of the various aspects of our work. We must go back to the 
original purpose of the Nation Wide Campaign of 1919 and 
1920 and lay stress once more on the education of all 
Church people in the facts of our missionary work and the 
responsibility of each to think and study and pray. 

Do you know, for example, how many members of this 
Diocese afe in the foreign field? I am not sure that I have 
the names of all but here are five: The Rev. Dr. Nichols, 
son of our great Bishop, “our own missionary,” dean of the 
Theological School of St. John’s University, Shanghai; Miss 
Edna Murray of St. Margaret’s, Tokyo; Miss Hazel MacNair 
of St. John’s University, Shanghai; Miss Lillian Weiser of 
St. Luke’s Hospital, Manila; and Miss Olive Meacham, in far- 
away Liberia. To help that their work may go on is a great 
privilege, is it not? 

And back of our study and thought and prayer and giving 
we must feel strength and confidence in the faith expressed 
in those great words which I offered to the Diocese as a 
New Year’s motto: “The Lord is King.” No despair, no un- 
certainty, no panic, no hysteria can find a place in our 
hearts as long as that faith reigns supreme.

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Dean Powell Reports Fine Trip 
By Harriet S. Hotmes, Chairman of Committee 


From the American School of Oriental Research at Jeru- 
salem, Palestine, Dr. H. H. Powell has been sending letters 
and postal cards with Easter greetings to friends at home. 
The following extracts from letters dated February 27 and 
March 21 will show how much he is appreciating his vaca- 
tion trip and the physical contacts with the lands and places 
that have so long been the background of his Bible classes 
and lectures. 

February 21-——“I arrived in Jerusalem this morning about 
9:00 o’clock and after unpacking I took a long walk, filling 
a couple of hours with absorbing interest. I know that my 
stay at this school will be rich in learning for me. Because 
of the cold in Northern Europe I changed my itinerary from 
Germany to France and touched Paris and Avignon en route 
to Marseilles, where a delay before the sailing of my ship 
for the Mediterranean trip gave me four glorious days at 
Pastime Ry preached in the American church there for Dr. Mc- 
Comb. 

“From Marseilles I took a ship which made all the North- 
ern Mediterranean ports, so was soon fitting my Bible stories 
at Greece and Asia Minor. When we passed Scylla and 
Charybdos the sea was smooth as glass and Etna shone most 
magnificently in a new mantle of snow. We were welcomed 
to the Orient by a cold wave. Snow at Athens and Istan- 
boul and snow all along the coast mountains in Asia Minor, 
Syria and Palestine did not prevent me from visualizing 
Bible tories wherever we stopped—Polycarp at Smyrna, 
with Ephesus just over the hills; Saul at Tarsus, just twenty 
miles over an impossible road from the Gulf of Alexan- 
dretta; Saul and Barnabas at Cyprus, where Saul’s name be- 
came Paul. Everywhere was some story to be made alive 
by the scenery. 

“The storm was so severe that no landing could be made 
at Jaffa, so we sailed by and my first actual contact with 
Palestine was made this morning. The Nile trip was a great 
experience, as the old, old story of Egypt became alive and 
the great ones who were just names became real flesh and 
blood people and made Egypt live again for me. So wonder- 
ful was Egypt that it seemed as if the climax had been 
reached before the story had begun. But not so; I am sure 
it will be the same thing here. 

“IT came here just at the right time. The school has already 
begun its field walking trips and I shall be able to see ail 
the land through expert eyes, rather than through those of a 
dragoman and a guidebook.”

March 21, Monday in Holy Week (Letter to Miss Viola 
Meyer)—‘“All the longer trips were due after my arrival. 
Already I have taken two. I shall never forget the two nights 
I spent on Father Tappoe’s sleeping porch, overlooking the 
Sea of Galilee, and the glorious rides up into the mountains 
to where the Jordan gushes forth a good-sized stream at the 
start. We also had a fine trip along the coast and back 
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through the central plain and the road up into the hills, 
spending the night on Mount Carmel. On Thursday we go 
down to where Dr. Flinders Petrie is working at Goya, 
touching a number of places like Beersheba and Hebron and 
so forth, on the way. Next week we have a five-days’ trip 
to Petra. I was very lucky to get in on this. 

“A rest of two days from that and we go for eleven days 
up into Syria as far as Antioch, with Baal-Bebe, Damascus 
and perhaps Palmyra. The spaces in between are filled with 
shorter trips. Last Wednesday we had tea with Dr. and 
Mrs. Bade on his ‘dig’ at Ramallah. Yesterday I joined in 
a devotional walk from Bethany, following the footsteps of 
Jesus to Jerusalem. You can see how the experiences come 
crowding one upon the other. I trust that you will have a 
good Easter and it will mean as much to you as mine here 
on the spot will mean to me.” 

In both letters Dr. Powell asks to be remembered to “all 
the kind friends who made this dream come true. I want 
them to feel that I am deeply grateful for making this trip 
possible.” 

The committee feels well repaid for the work that was in 
itself a pleasure, so willing was the response and surely the 
reward will come again when Dr. Powell gives, on his re- 
turn, a full account of his experiences in Palestine. 


Resolution on Moving Pictures 


Resolved, That the Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
expresses its hearty appreciation of the effort being made 
by men and women both within and without the moving pic- 
ture industry to improve the moral standard of moving pic- 
tures, and moving picture advertising. 

Resolved, That the Synod, through the several Dioceses 
and Districts of the Province, does hereby urge upon all our 
people the exercise of Christian discrimination in their 
patronage of moving picture shows, and that they use all 
possible influence in persuading others to do the same; but 

WHEREAS, We are persuaded that there is manifest general 
indifference to the character-debasing effect of many moving 
pictures and much advertising of moving pictures on bill- 
boards and in newspapers; and 

WHEREAS, It is manifest that resolutions and condemna- 
tions have been and will continue to be ineffective in the 
repression of pictures and advertising that feed upon, stimu- 
late and pervert the lowest elements of human nature; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Synod of the Province 
of the Pacific calls upon our people in the Province to co- 
operate in every way to inaugurate and make effective both 
local and general measures of regulation and censorship for 
the abatement of this evil; 

And Be It Further Resolved, That the moving picture .in- 
dustry, no more than any other factor in our industrial and 


social life, can escape responsibility for its adverse effect | 


upon the life and behaviour of our pepole, either by the 
contention that the people are getting what they want, or by 
the argument that decent pictures do not pay. Such an atti- 
tude vacates all theory of the moral responsibility of individ- 
uals and-of corporations to society and places the profit 
motive in supreme command of our civilization, regardless 
of the catastrophe to which it will surely lead us. 


Note: The above resolution was unanimously adopted by 
the Synod of the Province of the Pacific at its recent meet- 
ing. This Synod represents the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in all the trans-Rocky Mountain territory. This resolution is 
the voice of Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Utah, Navada, Cali- 
fornia and Arizona.—(Signed) Rev. Alfred Lockwood, East 
Twelfth and Belmont, Portland, Oregon, secretary of the 
Synod.

In the afternoon, calls were made on some of the people 
of St. James, Monterey, after which the Rev. James Tancock 
kindly drove me back to Salinas for a short but happy visit. 

While at Carmel, the Archdeacon was the house guest of 
Mrs. Vera Millis and he deeply appreciates her gracious hos- 
pitality and the opportunity afforded of knowing her and 
the members of her charming family better. Truly there are 
many delightful phases in the life of an Archdeacon! 


Not long ago the Archdeacon conducted a quiet day at 
St. Augustine’s mission, Oakland—the Rev. D. R. Wallace, 
vicar. St. Augustine’s ministers to the colored population 
of the East Bay region, many of the people coming from 
Berkeley, Elmhurst and East Oakland. We have 147 families 
belonging to the church. Most of the men are employed in 
railroad service and have been seriously affected by lack of 
employment but in spite of difficulties St. Augustine’s is 
slowly forging ahead with confidence and faith. 


The Rev. Charles Hitchcock is continuing his helpful min- 
istry among children. During the past few months he has 
visited the Church schools of St. Paul’s, Burlingame; Christ 
Church, Alameda; St. James, Oakland; St. Mark’s, Berkeley; 
St. Francis, San Francisco; Trinity, Menlo Park; St. Paul’s, 
San Rafael; St. Luke’s, Hollister; St. Matthew’s, San Mateo; 
Trinity, San Jose, and All Saints, San Francisco, In most 
cases, after addressing the children, he has preached to the 


adult congregation at 11:00 o’clock service. His message to 
children has won high commendation, especially in regard 
to his ability for holding the children’s strict attention and 
in delighting their hearts. His services are freely offered. 
Parishes desiring a visit should write him in care of the 
Benjamin Franklin Hotel, San Mateo. 


St. Luke’s, Hollister, conducts its Church school on 
Thursday afternoons, instead of Sunday mornings, and the 
arrangement is working satisfactorily. Miss I. Kennedy is 
the superintendent and there is an attendance of about thirty 
children. Regular Friday evening services are held by the 
Rev. James A. Tancock, rector of St. Paul’s Church, Salinas. 
Mr. Tancock also gives a celebration of the Holy Communion 
one Sunday a month. The buildings have been renovated 
recently, the congregations are increasing in numbers and 
renewed interest is manifesting itself. 


The Rev. B. H. Terasawa, who is associated with Christ 
Japanese Mission, San Francisco, has gone to Japan for a 
few months’ vacation. We wish him every joy and happiness 
on this well-earned holiday and a safe return to our midst. 
In addition to his duties at Christ Church, Mr. Terasawa has 
been in charge of a Japanese congregation at San Mateo, 
which under his leadership has developed to an attendance 
of seventy-three. Recently he baptized a class of eighteen 
Japanese, including three whole families. He has endeared 
himself to the people by his consecration, devotion and fine 
Christian character and has been of great help to the Rev. 
John T. Sakurai, S. S. J. E. + 

Perusal of the apportionments and pledges to the Church’s 
program for 1932 shows only one parish that has pledged 
more than its apportionment and that is All Saints, Palo

St. Mark’s, Crockett; Trinity, Hayward; St. Andrew’s, Ben 
Lomond; Good Shepherd, Belmont; All Saints, Carmel. 


In our last month’s article we referred to the new Chinese 
Sunday school at Palo Alto. Here are further details from 
the rector, the Rev. Oscar Green: 

“When the regular Church school closed last summer 
in All Saints, one of the teachers—Mrs. Annis Stidston—felt 
that something should be done for the Chinese living in this 
vicinity. There is a Japanese work here, conducted by the 
Methodists, but nothing is done for the Chinese. Mrs. Stidston 
associated with herself Mrs. Edmond Roth. The two of them 
visited various families and the latter part of June opened 
with some eighteen pupils. The number has grown now to 
twenty-seven. The sessions of the school meet in the after- 
noon in the parish house. There are three classes, two 
teachers having been added to the staff. The response has 
been most gratifying. The average attendance is twenty-three. 
On state occasions the school meets with the larger school of 
the parish. At Christmas one of the loveliest parts of the 
program was a Chinese tableau of the Nativity. They like- 
wise took part in our Easter festival. An attempt is made 
also to reach the older persons. On occasions the adults are 
invited to church services and to social gatherings. In the 
fall the Rev. Mr. Wu visited us and gave an address in Chi-

nese. The whole affair was most helpful. Of the spiritual 
fruits of the work we can not tell. There are certain con- 
crete results, however. Eight children have been baptized. 
One has been confirmed. Others are ready for haptism and 
at least one young man is planning on confirmation. The 
thing to note is that two lay women did this job. These 
women believe in Christ and His Kingdom and they are 
leading folk into His Church.” 


Visited St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley, on Tuesday, April 
12, and partook of dinner with Dean Newell and her house- 
hold of some thirty-two girls. Some of the latter are in 
training for definite Church work. The others are students 
at the University of California and come under the uplifting 
influence of Dean Newell and her associates. After dinner 
we adjourned to the chapel for a brief, bright, beautiful 
service with a short address, at the conclusion of which a 
social hour was enjoyed chatting round the fire. Dean Newell 
is making a fine contribution in the upbuilding of St. Mar- 
garet’s House and her vision of upbuilding a school of 
which the entire Church will be proud is slowly but surely 
being realized. The buildings are strategically located close 
to the university campus. The grounds are well kept and are 
most attractive. 

Here is another voluntary offering that came during the 
past few days for the Diocesan Working Fund. The Rev. B. 
H. Terasawa, who is associated with Father Sakurai at Christ 
Japanese Mission, sent a check for $25-as a memorial offer- 
ing in behalf of his second ‘son, Isaac June Terasawa, who 


recently passed to his reward. Mr. and Mrs. Terasawa have 
our heartfelt sympathy in their loss and we appreciate this 
generous offering and the spirit that it manifests. 


On the second Sunday after Easter the Archdeacon visited 
St. Alban’s Mission, Brentwood, where Mr. James Claghorn 
is lay reader in charge. Mr. Claghorn is doing a fine piece 
of work. There is a well-trained Church School that, while 
small in numbers, makes up in reverence and devotion. 
There is a good vested choir, with Mrs. Bailey as organist. 
The building is very churchly and gives every evidence of 
the love of the people for God’s house. The grounds have 
been planted with shrubbery, giving an added charm to a 
beautiful setting. In the afternoon of the same day a confer- 
ence was held with the vestry of St. David’s Mission, Pitts- 
burg. Here, too, we have an excellent building, with a fine 
piece of property. Since the church was erected the neigh- 
borhood has built up remarkably with attractive residences. 
Chaplain Howard is the priest in charge and is much be- 
loved. There is a consecreated mission board, the members 
of which are very much in earnest. There is a loyal Guild, 
wit h members working enthusiastically for the upbuilding 
of the mission. The Church school meets on Saturday morn- 
ings, under the superintendency of Mr. George Williams. 


St. Columba’s Mission, Inverness, for the first time in its 
history, has held regular services this spring with good at- 
tendance at all services. The people feel deeply indebted to 
Canon Ridgley of Grace Cathedral, San Francisco, and to 
Father Spencer of St. Matthias Church, Los Angeles, for their 
kindness in making these services possible. Church people 
who plan their vacations in the vicinity of Inverness are 
asked to remember the services at this attractive summer 
resort. They will receive a hearty welcome from Father 
Spencer and their presence will lend encouragement to the 
members of the little flock. 

The prayers and good wishes of friends throughout the 
Diocese have been offered in behalf of the Rev. Dr. Alex- 
ander Allen, who has been seriously sick in the hospital. 
Dr. Allen has had a distinguished career in the Church and 
as rector of St. Paul’s, Oakland, has made an outstanding 
contribution to the life of the Diocese. We are happy to 
learn that he is now convalescing and trust that he will 
speedily be restored to health and strength. During his ill- 
ness, services at St. Paul’s are being taken by the Rev. A. 
Ronald Merrix, the parish assistant, who was ordained re- 
cently to the priesthood. 

In looking over the record of pastoral calls in the mis- 
sion field, the Rev. Sydney Thomas of Gilroy leads in Janu- 
ary with 111 calls. The Rev. E. McKechnie of King City leads 
in February and March with 93 and 110, respectively. The 
Rev. A. C. Silverlight has an average of about 85 calls per 
month, the Rev. Frederick Miller of Walnut Creek about 75. 
the Rev. D. R. Wallace of St. Augustine’s, Oakland, of 70 and 
the Rev. Edwin Castledine of St. Edmund’s, Richmond, of 68. 
This is evidence that our vicars are not lacking in pastoral 
zeal. There is still truth in the old adage, “A house-going 
parson makes a church-going people.” 


The Rev. Charles Leachman, formerly rector of Mill Val- 
ley, is now rector of Christ Church, Eureka, in the Diocese 
of Sacramento. Christ Church is one of the important par- 
ishes in the northern Doicese and Mr. Leachman has quickly 
won the esteem and affection of his new parishioners. 
Building upon the good work done by the much beloved 
former rector, the Rev. Charles E. Farrar, now on the retired 
list, the Church school and adult congregations have en- 
larged in numbers and the church is exerting an increasing 
influence in the life of the community. The Archdeacon re- 
cently spent a happy weekend there, preaching at morning 
and evening services, addressing the Church school, talking 
to the local Ministerial Union and speaking to the local Ro- 
tary Club. The visit was a most happy one, thanks to the 
kindness of the rector and Mrs. Leachman and to the senior 
warden, Mr. George Thompson, whose gracious hospitality 
was deeply appreciated.

Preparatory to the Whitsuntide appeal in behalf of the 
national Church’s missionary work at home and abroad a 
delightful luncheon was held recently at the Fairmont Hotel, 
San Francisco. Representatives of the following official 
groups of the Diocese were present: Cathedral Chapter, 
Corporation of the Diocese, Standing Committee, Diocesan 
Council, Field Department and officials of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary and the House of Churchwemen. Bishop Parsons 
explained the emergency appeal, the Archdeacon outlined 
the plans of the Field Department and a general discussion 
ensued.

Special offering envelopes have been sent to all of our 
churches for a voluntary offering on the part of our people 
for the missionary work of the Church at home and abroad. 
It is hoped the offering will be taken on Whitsunday, May 
15, and that every member of our Diocese will do his part 
so that California will do its share in meeting the deficiency 
of $400,000 in the National Council’s budget. There are three 
things to be remembered: 


1. Make use of the special offering envelopes. In some 
Dioceses the people are being urged to give on the average 
of $1 per communicant. In others the amount of one day’s 
income is suggested. In the Diocese of Western New York, 
captured by the idea of Whitsunday as “The Birthday of 
the Church,” the people are making individual birthday of- 
ferings in proportion to their ages. Men and women and 
young children are joining in a great act of thanksgiving for 
the Church. Choosing some amount between 1 cent and $1, 
or even more, the individual giver multiplies that amount by 
his age to determine the amount of his gift. In all Dioceses 
it is hoped Whitsunday (May 15) will be used as a great 
rally day for our people and as an opportunity for renewed 
consecration to the cause of Christ and His Church. 

2. It is a voluntary appeal. Our Bishop has emphasized 
this in his pastoral letter sent to all the churches. “Let it be 
a great free-will offering—no campaign, no pressure, only a 
glad readiness to give of our poverty or of our riches to 
help the Church in an emergency,” in meeting its missionary 
needs at home and abroad. 

3. It is a challenge to us all. Our Lord’s great missionary 
injunction was: “Go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” In giving this command, did He 
mean it to apply only when the sun was shining and the 
stock market booming? Did He mean it to apply only to the 
clergy who are unstintingly giving their lives to its fulfill- 
ment? No! 

The challenge is to us all. Our national Church mission- 
aries are giving up, one-tenth of their salaries and many of

What- 
ever response comes from the appeal should be sent by the 
parishes and missions without delay to Mr. F. M. Le, our 
diocesan treasurer, 485 California street, San Francisco, and 
will be counted as additional to the parish pledge, the entire 
amount received going to meet the national Church emer- 
gency.

APRIL MEETING OF DIOCESAN BRANCH 


“Save your pennies to make your dollars for the Whit- 
sunday offering” was the message sent out to the members 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary by Mrs. H. M. Sherman, president 
of the Diocesan Branch, and Mrs. L. C. Lance, provincial 
president, both of whom spoke at the meeting of the Dio- 
cesan Branch on April 13 in the crypt of the Cathedral. The 
national Church, even with severe cuts in its budget, has 
fallen $400,000 short of its needs for the ensuing year. If 
the amount is not made up it will be necessary to give up 
much important work, both at home and abroad. Whitsun- 
day has been appointed as the time for special collections 
in every church to meet the deficiency. It is a duty laid upon 
every member of the Auxiliary not only to give to the point 
of real sacrifice but to induce all other Church men and 
women to do the same. 

The newest Auxiliary branch in the Diocese, that of Los 
Gatos, was heartily greeted—both the Rev. David Gillmor, 
who has recently gone there as rector, and Mrs. Gillmor be- 
ing present. Mr. Gillmor said he would like it to be noted 
that Los Gatos was the only Auxiliary having its rector pres- 
ent and Mrs. Gillmor said that the formation of the new 
branch had been a delightful task, since the women of the 
parish were ready to welcome the Auxiliary with enthusiasm. 

An interesting feature of the afternoon was the exhibit by 
the Supply Department of the articles from various par- 
ishes of the Diocese for the missionary boxes for stations in 
Alaska and the Philippines and St. Anne’s Mission, El Paso. 
Garments of every kind were displayed and special men- 
tion also was made of the beautiful work of the Auxiliary 
branch of the Episcopal Old Ladies Home, to whom a heart- 
felt tribute was paid for their faithfulness and industry. Mrs. 
Harold Plummer, secretary of the Supply Department, under 
whose direction the display was arranged, gave a report of 
the activities of her branch of work, telling of her pride in 
the exhibit, which was especially fine this year. She urged 
the Auxiliaries to continue their work during the entire year 
instead of making it solely a Lenten task. A supply of gar- 
ments on hand would enable the department to meet the fre- 
quent emergency calls that come.. During the year -nearly 


$1500 had been spent on boxes, personal supplies for special 
cases and the “joy gifts,’ which are sums of money sent to 
certain faithful workers for their own use. There is a press- 
ing need for $500 to complete two boxes now being filled. 

Mrs. George Williams, secretary of the Diocesan Altar 
Guild, told of her lectures at St. Margaret’s House on the his- 
tory of ecclesiastical embroidery since medieval times, show- 
ing its importance and dignity. She is also giving lessons in 
embroidery at St. Margaret’s House. 

Mrs. R. H. Norton gave her report as treasurer, enumerat- 
ing the sums spent each month for racial work in the 
Diocese and for the salary of Deaconess Thayer, as well as 
the regular funds to which the Auxiliary contributes. « 

Miss Mary Ashe Miller gave a brief report of the Quiet 
Day held in March in the Chapel of Grace. She told also of 
St. Andrew’s Camp, conducted by the Rev. George Maxwell 
in connection with St. Andrew’s Inn, San Francisco. The 
camp is on the Livermore estate, near Calistoga, and is an 
ideal spot for boys not only during the summer but through- 
out the year. The care given the boys is exceptional and the 
price most reasonable. Details regarding the camp may be 
had from Mr. Maxwell. 

Mrs. F. H. Gardiner told of the Church Periodical Club’s 
accomplishments in supplying books and magazines to the 
Church Divinity School, St. Margaret’s House and the Sea- 
men’s Institute. She urged that supplies of these be sent and 
also money for certain books and periodicals requested by 
St. Margaret’s and the Divinity School. 


ANNUAL AUXILIARY MEETING AT SACRAMENTO

The theme “Fellowship in Service” permeated the three 
days’ meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary during the annual 
Synod of the Eighth Province, held at Sacramento, April 20 
to 23. It was indeed a wonderful experience to witness such 
a gathering of thoughtful, Christian women, brought to- 
gether from some ten States in the Province in answer to 
the common call to serve their Master. 

In her address one of the leaders likened life to the scat- 
tered and disordered pieces of a picture puzzle, difficult to 
assemble in their proper places until on the reverse side of 
the picture the face of Jesus is seen and life seems to be- 
come reorganized, enabling one to follow a truer course, 
with a sense of stability and clarity of purpose. 

In listening to the many splendid reports from the scatter- 
ed parishes and dioceses it was apparent that many difficul- 
ties and problems had been met and overcome, resulting in 
the finished picture of the Synod which gave assurance that 
the many parts of the gigantic puzzle had been pieced to- 
gether into a rare solidarity, through a sense of deep spir- 
itual conviction. Let us look at some of the pieces of the 
picture as it unfolds before us: 

The gracious hospitality shown by Sacramento is most 
apparent. Gorgeous baskets of flowers everywhere; a motor 
corps ready at all times, as well as a warm welcome from 
the homes of friends and from Mrs. Baxter, president of the 
Sacramento Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 

From the Diocese of California the delegates are Mrs. H. 
M. Sherman, Mrs. Ambrose Edwards, Mrs. Harry Dixon, Miss 
Ella Deming and Mrs. John T. Pigott. The alternates are 
Mrs. Thomas Robins and Mrs. Norman Livermore, while 
Mrs. Edward L. Parsons, Mrs. R. H. Norton, Mrs. C. Henderson, 
Mrs. Robert Gardiner, Mrs. Robert H. Noble and Mrs. Dudley 
Carpenter are visitors. 

We see the men of the Synod, as well as the women of the 
Auxiliary gathered for the opening service at St. Paul’s 
Church, where a dozen bishops and three times that many 
clergy are assembled that all may join in worship and to 
hear Bishop Freeman of Washington stir the people to a 
realization that the solution of the problem facing the world 
today should be reached through the Church. 

As the meeting of the Auxiliary is opened by Mrs. Lance, 
the provincial president, a tribute is paid to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary by Bishop Moreland, who sees the women of the 
Church always ready to answer the challenge to organize 
and go forth lending constructive help to humanity. 

An important means of welding together the pieces of the 
whole picture is contributed each morning in a short talk 
by Deaconess Anna G. Newell, dean of St. Margaret’s House, 
Berkeley, on “Personal Religion,” which she calls “the fruit 
of the spirti of one’s life,” and gives as one method of per- 
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sonal religion the practice of the union of the soul with God 
—through meditation, contemplation, recollection, surrender 
and revolution. 


Later Dean Newell, as provincial secretary of Religious 
Education, selects in her report, as some of the most sig- 
nificant steps forward this year the establishment of libraries, 
book review groups and the general stimulation of devo- 
tional life. She stresses the importance of the educational 
function of the Auxiliary in rural districts and voices a wish 


to have in this Province a conference for educational secre- 
taries. 


A very large part of the picture is devoted to the sp! 
work being done throughout the Province for the blind. The 
Sacramento and Los Angeles branches make fine reports on 
this work, telling of the transcription into Braille of The 
Spirit of Missions, as well as of books and Easter cards. 
They suggest that each Diocese assist in this provincial un- 
dertaking, as through it much spiritual comfort can be 
brought to the blind. Miss Matilda Allison, a blind leader 
among the blind, tells of the splendid positions that have 
been opened to them, such as typing and so forth, and 
stresses the fact that they look to us for support to become 
self-supporting by marketing their products and by giving 
them our spiritual help. Dr. French, president of the School 
for the Blind in Berkeley, agrees that the next step in their 
education is to be found in the human and spiritual side 
of the picture, wherein local and church organizations can 
co-operate to meet this need. 


In speaking of the crisis facing the Church, Mrs. Sherman 
not only recalls the pledge of all Auxiliary members to give 
but urges in her own words that we “Let our imagination 
stimulate others to give.” Here Mrs. Lance asks, “What can 
you do? First, study the situation; second, think of it in 
terms of human need, not of money; third, pray about it; 
fourth, talk about it all the time; fifth, realize that it is 
time for sacrificial giving.” 

Honolulu adds a very bright piece to the picture when 
Mrs. Dudley Carpenter reports that particular missionary 
district as the only one outside of the United States to fulfil 
its pledge for advanced work. Due to the position of Hono- 
lulu at the crossroads of the Pacific its Church may be re- 
garded as the training and distributing station for youth in 
the right ideals of life. 

The part of the picture set aside for Christian Social Serv- 
ice is large and colorful. We first see Mrs. David Covell, 
executive secretary of the Midnight Mission, Los Angeles, in 
her topic, “The City Church,” urging every Church woman 
to unite with every charity and to serve untiringly. She 
pleads for the abandoning of Church homes for children and 
in their place substituting real homes. 

Then Mrs. Remington of Eastern Oregon, in her topic “The 
Rural Church,” paints a vivid spot in the picture as she 
tells of the need for bringing religious instruction to the 
thousands of rural children now living without it. In these 
districts the missionary finds many kinds of people among 
whom he must work with the greatest possible tact—the ig- 
norant, for whom our way needs paving; the bigoted and 
suspicoius, to whom it needs explaining, and the normal, 
for whom it needs steadying. By carrying on Church school 
work by means of the mails and the radio, the rural and 
parish activities are thus united and there is built up a con- 
structive program of religious growth. 

This Social Service Forum concludes with an open discus- 
sion led by Mrs. Thomas Robins of the Diocese of Califor- 
nia. She considers the present situation a direct challenge 
to every thinking Christian woman to do something about an 
economic situation that is stupid; cruel and inelastic enough 
to destroy every vestige of the dignity of human nature. 
She asks two questions: “Is bread enough?” and “What is 
charity?” The further query, “Do you feel that the organ- 
ization of your parish is such that it can express yourselves 
as Christian women and members of the Episcopal Church 
in Social Service?” brought much discussion. 

Adult religious education occupies an extremely impor- 
tant place in the picture, as this means of finding life is be- 
ing sought more eagerly than ever before. Miss Louise Free- 
land of Sacramento feels that this is one of the most impor- 
tant activities to be furthered. Word from Miss Hibbard, the 
provincial representative on the National Board, expresses 
joy over the growth of educational work throughout the 

vince. 


Here Mrs. Charles P. Deems of the Diocese of California 
fires her listeners into a determination to acquire a more 
intelligent understanding of Christian life by working in 
Church organizations, by forming religious book review 
groups and by thinking through religious problems; for in 
so contacting religion with life the resultant explosion of 
that contact will give power unbelievable. 

Mrs. Charles Carver, Jr., of Oregon, in closing this inspiring 
suject, asks a few searching questions: “How familiar are 
you with God? Do you make a time budget and how much is 
left for religious education? Can not we rededicate ourselves 
to be wholly Christian? Christ is using us as channels—how 
are we using those channels?” Then: “Let the face of Christ 
so shine that it blinds us. If we are familiar enough with 
His face all our difficulties will be smoothed out.” 

Space permits only the mention of many other equally 
important parts that make for the picture’s completion, such 
as the fine reports on student work; resolutions, amendments 
and nominations; the remarkable leadership of the president, 
Mrs. Lance; the efficient work of the secretary, Mrs. Mont- 
gomery Thomas; the installation of Mrs. Baxter as the new 
provincial president; the banquet at the Country Club, where 
inspiring addresses are made, and the closing mass meeting 
at St. Paul’s Church, where we are again permitted to hear 
Bishop Freeman as well as that splendid soldier of God, 
Bishop Rowe of Alaska. 

Thus the scattered pieces have been put together and with 
Bishop Sanford’s benediction over the completed picture we 
reverently put it away in our hearts to be a constant spur 
and guide in our individual and social lives.

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Friends of Washington Cathedral throughout the country 
will rejoice in the announcement recently made that begin- 
ning with Ascension Day, May 5, and in honor of the George 
Washington Bicentennial, public worship will be held in 
the great choir and sanctuary and the east aisle of the 
north transept, now structurally complete. By a happy co- 
incidence the services on Ascension Day this year will mark 
the twentieth anniversary of the opening of the Bethlehem 
Chapel in the crypt for divine worship in 1912. 

The Bishop of Washington explains the significance of 
this forward step in the spiritual ministry of the Cathedral 
in a letter which he has just sent to members of the National 
Committee and leaders of the National Women’s Committee 
for Washington Cathedral. 

Mrs. Norman B. Livermore is chairman of the Women’s 
Commission for the Eighth Province. It was through her 
instrumentality that a dinner was arranged in connection 
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with the coming to the Synod of the Bishop of Washington. 
This was held in the Fairmont Hotel and attended by a 
representative group of the clergy and laity of the Diocese. 
On account of the shortness of the time it was impossible 
to give adequate publicity to this occasion and many who 
might have been reached by invitation from the Bishop of 
the Diocese and the Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral were 
not able to be present. 


The Bishop of Washington was introduced by our own 
Bishop and, after an inspired talk, exhibited a series of 
stereopticon views of Washington Cathedral. The tables in 
the Gray Room of the Fairmont were made lovely with a 
profusion of flowers from the gardens of friends of the 
Cathedral in Ross. 


In Memoriam—Charles Cadwell Moore 
(Address by Dean Gresham in the Chapel of Grace, April 19) 


It has been said that there is a time when a man’s life is 
relived on earth. In the brief interval between the announce- 
ment of his death and the quiet hour of his burial service a 
man’s life is relived in memory. The public tributes that are 
spoken in his honor, the private estimates that echo to his 
name, even the unsyllabled recollections of those who know 
him—these all cause his life to be lived over again. 


Tt is then that through the silent halls of memory his 
career is re-enacted, the story of his achievements is re- 
told; his character, his influence, his very personality, so 
to speak, is reconstructed. It is thus, my friends, that in vivid 
personal remembrance the contemporaries of Charles Cad- 
well Moore have thrown upon the screen of their conscious 
thought the radiant moving picture of his rich, colorful life. 


On Sunday afternoon last,.in the home that he loved, 
where the monutains meet the sea, the radiant spirit of 
Charles Cadwell Moore slipped away from earth. Since that 
moment his life has been re-lived in tender recollection. 
Today he walks among us. With the old-time step and the 
twinkling smile that we loved so well, he moves in our 
midst, the citizen we admired, the leader we revered, the 
friend we loved. “The stately ship’s gone down to its haven 
under the hill.” 


Of the outward and visible events of Charles Moore’s life 
volumes might be spoken but even the briefest outline would 
not be possible here. His human interest reached far back to 
the epic of the earliest pioneers, whose glory he sought to 
perpetuate. That same human interest reached far forward 
to the unwritten destiny of the humblest boy scout and the 
tiniest cub. Indeed, the wideness of his interest knew no 
boundaries. In his heart. there ever beat the still, sweet 
music of humanity. 


The national honors and international decorations that 
came to him were but symbols of the universal affection and 
esteem in which he was held. China and Japan, Italy 
and Norway, France and Greece—these all bestowed their 
honors upon him and in honoring him they honored them- 
selves. 


But if Charles Moore was a citizen of the world, that citi- 
zenship began at home. In the center of the widest circum- 
ference there ever stood his own city, the city of his purest 
memories, the city of his haunting dreams. From the hour 
when—as a young engineer—he left his alma _ mater 
yonder across our landlocked harbor in the early morning 
of his life’s day, till he sat in Hetch Hetchy conferences but 
a week ago, he was ever the effective citizen who valued 
service and scorned emolument. 


Only a few hours ago there was placed in my hand by the 
one who was closest of all to him through nearly two-score 
years a letter with these words: ‘Mr. Moore was pre-emi- 
nently a man of vision. His work was always for the future. 
He dreamed of the Panama Pacific Exposition and it came 
to be. Yet his dreams were no sooner accomplished than he 
dreamed new dreams and accomplished them.” 


In his leadership in the Chamber of Commerce and in the 
directorate of myriad institutions he worked, but as he 
worked he dreamed. He dreamed of Grace Cathedral and 
much of the beauty that is being built into its walls was 
pe shadowed forth in his. dreams.

The spring Diocesan Assembly of the Daughters of the 
King met on Saturday, April 30, in St. Matthew’s Church, 
San Mateo. At 11:00 a. m. we had Communion service, fol- 
lowed with an address by Rev. Frederick Taft, who, as- 
sisted by Canon Ridgley, officiated in the absence of Dr. 
Cambridge. At noon we were the luncheon guests of St. 
Matthew’s Chapter, when a nicely-chosen menu was de- 
lightfully served by the junior members. The tables were 
beautifully decorated, with a profusion of spring blossoms 
and were greatly admired by the guests. Following the 
luncheon we spent nearly an hour renewing old acquaint- 
ances and making new ones, this being the only social meet- 
ing of the year. 

At 2:00 p. m. the business meeting was called to order 
by our president, Dr. Elizabeth B. Christiansen, and opened 
with prayer by the rector. The prayer was in three parts— 
first, the prayer of the order; second, prayer for zeal in 
service and, last, memorial for Daughters gone to their re- 
ward. Roll call of chapters was read by the corresponding 
secretary, Mrs. Mary T. Gamage, after which we received 
greetings from Mrs. S. L. Abbot, honorary president, who, 
due to illness, was for the first time in some twenty years, 
unable to attend the meeting. It was quickly resolved to send 
her a telegram of sympathy and good wishes from the As- 
sembly. Mrs. Hammersley MacMurray, recording secretary, 
read the minutes of the last meeting. Miss Grace Osborne, 
diocesan treasurer, made her report and Mrs. Gamage read 
a letter from Bishop Nichols Chapter, San Jose, regretting in- 
ability to be represented. Mrs. W. R. Hill reported for the 
Convocation of San Francisco. Mrs. Arthur Skinner, unable 
to attend by reason of illness, had her report read by one of 
the members. The report from San Jose was read by Mrs. 
E. Roth of All Saints Chapter, Palo Alto. Upon nomination 
from the floor, Mrs. Roth was elected to fill the vacancy ex- 
isting in the third vice-presidency. 

Dr. Christiansen’s address, which followed, dealt with the 
regular routine work of the chapters, emphasizing the im- 
portance of our social service work in view of present con- 
ditions. She then discussed the diocesan relief work which 
we started in December to provide meals for single, unat- 
tached women out of employment. A_ total of 2531 meals at 
Compton’s restaurants had been furnished up to April 18 but 
in another month the funds will have been exhausted. There 
seems no question of the need but ways and means to finance 
the work must be found if it is to continue. Nearly all funds 
to date have been provided by San Francisco chapters but 
this is diocesan work and should be shared in by all chap- 
ters and, indeed, by all parishes. Appreciation was expressed 
for the personal service given during the winter by Miss L. 
Borel, Mrs. W. L. Cochran, Mrs. W. R. Hill and Miss Jessie 
Wiggins. 

Following the president’s report it was agreed that the

“Wolvesey, Winchester, 1932. 


“To My Friends: Having read the hundreds of letters 
which have reached me I thank God and you for the sym- 
pathy and love which have surrounded me during the 
anxious weeks of illness and since my beloved left me. But 
chiefly am I filled with praise and thanksgiving for the pic- 
ture of him drawn from your letters, a picture which I who 
have shared his life for thirty-four years know to be true, 
the picture of one who followed his Master day in and day 
out from the early years when he first pledged his allegiance 
to his Lord down to the last fifteen weeks of weakness, suf- 
fering, disappointment and yet of patience, faith and cour- 
age. Your letters speak of him as the man who spent himself 
for the Kingdom of God, wrestling for solutions of the 
pressing problems of our Church in the Diocese and outside, 
and of the great world. I know the hours of thinking, writ- 
ing, praying which lay behind all this. 

“There emerges, too, the pastor in his six parishes making 
friends with old and young in the strenuous life of great 
industrial centers. Perhaps most appealing of all is the pic- 
ture of the Father in God, in his cassock, with his wooden 
crook, walking along the country lanes and through the vil- 
lages of Northamptonshire, Leicestershire, Rutland and 
Hampshire, talking on village greens, greeting with his smile 
the country folk at work as he passed them, leaving behind 
a feeling that Christ had come their way that day. 


“And the other sight of him of which many of you speak; 
the gracious host welcoming all and sundry to this home of 
ours, playing games with the young ones, discoursing sweet 
music, listening to the hopes and interests of all, speaking 
the inspiring word; and ending the day with hymn and 
prayer in our beautiful chapel, bidding each of the house- 
hold good-night with a smile they will never forget. In all 
kinds of ways creating happy relations with you all and 
your families, which you tell me in this day of loss is some- 
thing too precious ever to be lost. 


“On the day he left us I was reading the Eighty-seventh 
Psalm in Moffatt’s Version at his request. When I stopped he 
said, ‘But why does he leave out the last verse? I must have 
that.’ And with a note of triumph he added, ‘The singers and 
trumpeters shout: All my fresh springs are in Thee.’ Within 
a few hours the trumpets were sounding for him as he 
reached the other shore. 


“The fresh springs were the secret of his faith, his victory, 
his lovableness. As I see with sorrow my steps turning away 
from this loved home and form those who have been so good 
to us both I thank you for everything and ask that his secret 
may be yours and mine.”

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The What, Where and When of the 1932 
Asilomar Conference 


What Is the Conference? It is an assembly of our people, 
young and old, whose object is to stimulate right thinking 
and experience inspiration in the atmosphere of fellowship 
under the direction of trained leaders, amid surroundings 
fitted to our purpose and conducive to the “re-creation” of 
body, mind and spirit. 

Where Is It Held? At Asilomar, California, the conference 
grounds administered by the Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, located by the seashore, in the heart of the exquisite 
Monterey Peninsula region. Pacific Grove, the historic old 
town of Monterey, gorgeous Del Monte, charming Carmel, 
the famous Seventeen-mile Drive, Carmel Valley and a score 
of familiar meccas of travel lie within a radius of a few 
miles. 

When Is It Held? It opens on Saturday evening, July 23, 
with dinner followed by the opening mass meeting in Mer- 
rill Hall. It continues until after breakfast on Saturday, July 
30. Delegates are urged to stay the whole period but may 
register for a day or so if they prefer. 

How Is It Reached? Asilomar lies about 125 miles south 
of San Francisco. Southern Pacific trains run direct to its 
gate. Splendid highways lead to Pacific Grove and thence 
for a mile or so paved roads along the seashore or through 
the pines complete the journey. The train trip requires 
about three hours. It is an easy spin, covered in a morning 
or an afternoon by motor. 

What Are the Grounds Like? The buildings stand about a 
central campus. The Administration Hall, the Dining Room 
and the Chapel constitute the central group. Merrill Hall, 
equipped with auditorium and stage, and Class Hall, with 
class rooms and library, are located to the south. To the 
north lie the Lodge, Scripps House and Guest Inn. where 
those who find themselves more comfortable within four 
walls and furnished wtih private baths may enjoy such con- 
veniences—if they pay in proportion to privilege! Close by 
stand the Tent Houses—comfortable buildings, formerly en- 
closed by canvas but now boasting partitions and windows. 
These are completely refitted with modern plumbing. There 
are Tent Houses for men and for women, for boys and for 
girls. One or two are reserved for families. They are not 
heated but few mind the soft, fresh coolness tinctured with 
the odor of pine trees. Between the buildings lie the swim- 
ming pool, the tennis courts, the basketball field and the 
baseball field. On every hand are the sand dunes and over- 
head the pine trees. Beyond stretches the long, wide, sandy 
beach and then the ocean. 

What Goes On? The usual day begins with an early cele- 
bration of Holy Communion. After breakfast, classes occupy 
the time until lunch. The afternoons are free time. Recrea- 
tion is organized and provided for but every effort is made 
to avoid the feeling of any pressure. Dinner is followed by 
the “Sunset Service” out on the sand dunes. Facing the set- 
ting sun, we worship under the leadership of the young 
people; and then to the “Evening Assembly” for a hymn, 
sing-song and address. The day ends with groups chatting 
here and there or drawn to the bonfires of the young people. 
It’s a wonderful life!

Rev. Epwarp L. Parsons, D. D., Bishop of the Diocese 
of California, will present a course on “Our Responsibility 
to the Church as An Institution.”

Mr. WiLeEy WInpsor, executive secretary of the Golden 
Gate Branch of the Young Men’s Christian Association, in 
San Francisco, will supervise recreation, singing and ath- 
letics. With a life-long experience in relating play to the 
“deeper things,” he’ll keep us “smiling.” 

Miss Avis E. Harvey, director of Religious Education in 
the Diocese of California and secretary of the Conference 
Committee—assisted by Rev. Hersert S. OBERHOLTZER, rector 
of St. Paul’s Church, San Rafael—will conduct a children’s 
center of recreation and education.
